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Annual Report of School Board 


For the Year ending Feb. 15, 1916 


Division I.—While this school has suffered, as must inevit- 
ably follow from too frequent change of teachers, still it has 
kept well abreast of the other three schools in amount of 
work covered, and owing to small numbers each scholar re- 
ceives more individual attention than in larger schools. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Genevieve Winott, who 
showed a conscientious interest in her work and gave faithful 
service. 

The fall term opened with Miss Josephine Brown in charge; 
she at once won the good will of her pupils and most excellent 
progress was the result. At Christmas time, on account of 
matters in no way connected with the school, she resigned, and 
we felt ourselves fortunate in securmg Miss Mabel DeRoch- 
mont, who, graduating from the same training school as Miss 
Brown, has brought the same efficient methods to her work 
and is keeping a school which is in every way satisfactory. 

Division II.—Miss Mabel L. Smith, the teacher of last year, 
has continued in this school, and one of the best recommen- 
dations that we can give is that in her five terms’ work there 
has not been brought to the Board a single complaint of any 
friction between pupils and teacher, or teacher and parent; 
she has the faculty for bringing out the best that is in her 
scholars, and does it in such an easy, tactful manner that it 
is a pleasure to watch her work. 

It has been said that the teacher who can make the pupils’ 
studies interesting, and make them feel that she is their friend 
as well as instructor, is a naturally successful teacher; judging 
from this viewpoint we feel that this district is very fortunate 
and the longer Miss Smith can be retained, the more advan- 
tageous for the school. 
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Division ITI.—In three years of teaching in this school Miss 
Myra Huckins has exemplified the belief of one of our superin- 
tendents that thoroughness, common sense and hard work are 
more essential qualities in a teacher than the latest device for 
teaching fractions, or the ability to picture a cow in seven 
colors. ) 

She brought to Stratham the results of twelve years’ experi- 
ence, and added to that a genuine interest in the welfare 
of the children which does not cease when the door closes 
at four o’clock; she has her work well systematized, and order, 
neatness and progress are always observable; and in all her 
plans for the good of her pupils she has the hearty co-operation 
of the people of the district, which is of more value to a teacher 
than many seem to realize. 

Division IV.—This school has been subjected to more 
fluctuation in size than any other in town; in the spring and 
fall the seating capacity was taxed with twenty-six, and now 
through removals from the district it is again the smallest, 
numbering only fourteen. 

Through these changes Miss Anne Lord has maintained the 
same high standard of work, which has characterized her 
teaching for the past two years, and having the good will of 
her pupils, she has been able, even with the increase in num- 
bers, to well accomplish all the work required. She conscien- 
tiously looks after each pupil and, realizing that a child well 
employed is easily controlled, all are kept busy and excellent 
results secured. 

While in the main there is a commendable ambition on the 
part of the pupils to be prompt and regular in attendance, and 
secure all possible benefits from the school, and while we have 
good reason to feel encouraged from the fact that our average 
attendance has risen from 86% in 1910, to 94.89% for the pre- 
‘sent year, still there are a few cases where the parents, perhaps, 
more than the children, seem very indifferent as to whether 
their c ildren go to school early or late, or, possibly, not at all; 
of course in many cases sickness is a legitimate excuse, but it 
does seem if a child is too sick to go to school he is too sick to 
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be playing in the street a part of the day. No school with low 
average attendance, or a large number of tardinesses, can be 
ranked as a good school; each case counts and in no way can 
the parents of the district do more towards helping both teacher 
and school board than in this one matter. 

We have asked for an appropriation for Medical Inspection, 
and several times the question has been put, ‘‘What did it 
accomplish two years ago, and was it worth the forty dollars?” 
We would answer as follows: eighty-nine children were examin- 
ed; of these six were fitted with glasses; in three of the cases 
neither parent or teacher had realized that there was any 
trouble whatever; one very bright scholar in the third grade 
was doing practically all her work with one eye, the other 
having become so weak as to be almost useless, but now with 
glasses made especially for her she is gradually regaining its 
use and will in time have normal vision. 

Two cases of malnutrition were discovered, both remedied; 
two cases of partial deafness treated, several cases of enlarged. 
tonsils or adenoids were attended to, and several visits made 
to the dentist. 

These cases do not necessarily indicate neglect on the part 
of anyone, for not even the teacher, working with the children 
six hours a day, five days in the week, had detected the trouble 
except in a general way, that the pupil was not accomplish- 
ing the work that he should. 

While, numerically, these results are not impressive, do, 
they not justify the expenditure of forty dollars? 

Since this inspection there have been about twenty new pupils 
entered the schools, and among those previously examined 
there are still cases calling for treatment, and in the hopes 
that a second inspection may be more efficient than the first 
we are asking for a small appropriation not exceeding thirty- 
five dollars. 

The town is fortunate in being able to secure the services 
of Mr. Akeley as music instructor, and with the material 
at his command, he has obtained excellent results, the chil- 
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dren look on him as their friend and the music Jesson is a pleas- 
ure to which they look forward. 

It would seem advisable that the schoolhouse in Division I 
should be painted the coming year, as one coat now is all that 
is necessary to put it in good condition. 

In making out the report and comparing it with the previous 
year, it has been with pleasure that we find the number of 
visits by parents and friends has increased by one hundred and 
we hope that this denotes an increasing interest in the schools. 

It is extremely difficult for a teacher, however good, to 
eradicate the bad and bring out the best that is in a boy or 
girl without the support of the parents, and in no way can this 
support be so well given as by visiting the school and becoming 
personally acquainted with the teacher and her methods of 
work. 

In closing this report the School Board would very heartily 
. recognize the faithfulness and interest shown by their 
teachers, and would extend their thanks to all parents and 
friends who have in anyway assisted teachers or School Board.
